Florida Delays 
Passage Of Law 
For Aged People 


Tallahassee, Fla., May 17 (JP) 
— State pensions of $200-a- 
month for aged persons in Flori­ 
da, a haven for the elderly, ap­ 
peared indefinitely delayed to­ 
day following overwhelming de- 
eat by the senate last night of 
a hotly-debated proposal. 
Senator Spessard Holland read 
telegram from Dr. Francis E. 
Townsend, promulgator of the 
Townsend pension plan, dis­ 
claiming individual state efforts 
as “doomed to failure.” 
Soon afterward, as scores of 
elderly persons watched tensely 
from the gallery, the body voted 
28 to 8 against the proposal to 
finance pensions with a two per 
cent transaction tax. The ben- 
fit would have gone to persons 
60 years and older, at least five 
years residents of the state, with 
provision they spend it within 
;he month. 
The pension theory was assail­ 
ed and defended in five hours of 
debate, in which more than* half 
.he body’s membership partici­ 
pated. 
Dr. Townsend’s telegram from 
Washington, as read by Senator 
Holland: 
‘Utterly opposed to any scheme 
for pensions for aged by single 
state. These efforts inevitably 
doomed to failure. Pensions to 
be effective and adequate to re­ 
store prosperity must be nation­ 
al in scope.” 
Thirty-four-year-old 
Senator 
Charley Johns introduced the 
measure. It originally proposed 
a three per cent levy and set the 
age limit at 65, but this was 
changed before the vote was 
taken. Johns estimated the levy 
would raise $55,000,000 and full 
pensions would cost more than 
$80,000,000. 
Several weeks ago, the legis­ 
lature memorialized congress for 
passage of a national Townsend 
plan. The senate's vote favored 
it 31 to 7.

Quebec, May 17 (JP) — King 
George VI today became the 
first reigning British monarch to 
set foot on North American soil 
when he and Queen Elizabeth 
landed at Quebec for their tour 
of the United States and Canada. 
The king and qtieen made their 
landing from the liner Empress 
of Australia at 8:35 a. m., CST, 
to be welcomed by Prime Minis­ 
ter W. L. MacKenzie King and 
leaders of Canada and the prov­ 
ince of Quebec. 
The ceremonial welcome took 
place in the shadow of the giant 
cliffs which General Wolfe’s ar­ 
my scaled 180 years ago to win 
“New France” for the British 
crown. 
King George wore the uniform 
of an admiral of the fleet. The 
queen was dressed in a pearl 
gray ensemble with an off-the- 
face hat of the same color. 
King George made his way 
down the flag-decked gangway 
just a step ahead of his smiling 
consort. A tremendous welcome 
arose, cheering, pealing bells, 
screeching ships’ whistles, the 
roar of airplanes. 
Canada’s first view of her sov­ 
ereigns was one of pleasing and 
unexpected informality, the king 
and queen smiling and waving 
from the ship’s rail to crowds 
below just before the landing. 
Prime 
Minister 
MacKenzie 
King awaited their majesties at 
the foot of the gangplank as 
they came ashore at 8:84. a. m.f 
CST. 
The landing was delayed a few 
minutes because the king and 
queen stopped to say goodbye to 
the liner’s officers and men. Can­ 
non roared the 21-gun royal sa­ 
lute as their majesties left the 
ship. 
The arrival was two days be­ 
hind the original schedule, de­ 
layed by fog and ice hazards of 
the North Atlantic.

The filly was cho icely bred bu t 
her dispo sitio n didn’t g o hand 
in hand with race tracks. She 
wo u ld lie do wn in harness and 
refu sed fo r ho u rs to g et u p. 
She’d kick at any o ne who ap­ 
pro ached and to re a su lky and 
her harness to bits. Finally , her 
trainer g av e u p in disg u st. 
Then “Al” to o k o v er. 
She spent ho u rs in the Ally ’s 
stall feeding her carro ts, su g ar 
and o ther equ ine delicacies. The 
resu lt: Nimble Hano v er wilted 
u nder the kind treatm ent. 
The little bro wn-haired miss 
beg an to train the tro tter her­ 
self. Then came a day when she 
dro v e Nimble Hano v er to a tro t­ 
ting reco rd o f 2:09 y 2 and ev ery ­ 
o ne o n the farms was flabber­ 
g asted.

Alma’s father, who se ho rses 
hav e wo n the last two tro tting s 
o f the Hambleto nian — Ken­ 
tu cky derby o f harness racing — 
say s he’ll let Alma co ntinu e driv ­ 
ing so me o f his fast tro tters this 
su mmer.

ro ad trips. He sits o n the bench, 
sleeps and eats with the play ers, 
lau g hs and jo kes with them, 
co nso les them in time o f stress 
and happily shares their su ccess­ 
es. 
He has been a perso nal friend 
to , o r had an acqu aintance with, 
practically 
ev ery 
pro minent 
baseball fig u re since the day s o f 
Cap Anso n and Nap Lajo ie. 
It all started in 1906, when 
Pearlsto ne sto pped at the same 
ho tel with the Athletics at New 
Orleans, where they were in 
spring training . He g o t to kno w 
play ers and in 1907 was inv ited 
to trav el with the team. 
The nex t seaso n Mack sent

Mo sco w, May 17 (A5)—A m o ther 
and daughter co nv icted o f es­ 
pio nage o n behalf o f a “fo reign 
Fascist po wer” were ex ecuted at 
Kiev, the arm y newspaper Red 
Star disclo sed to day . 
Testimo ny befo re a military 
co urt sho wed th a t the daughter 
had thro ugh m arriages o btained 
info rm atio n fro m o fficers in the 
im po rtant U kranian bo rder dis­ 
trict. 
The Red Star said the co urt 
no t o nly sentenced bo th wo men 
to be sho t but “also sev erely pun­ 
ished m ilitary men who lo st their 
Bo lshev ist 
v igilance and were 
lured by the bait o f the Fascist 
intelligence serv ice.” 
The 
m o ther, 
identified 
as 
“Nina,” was a fo rmer lando wner. 
Testimo ny was th a t she trusted 
a Fascist agent who to ld her 
v icto ry fo r his co untry wo uld 
mean resto ratio n o f her estate. 
She persuaded her beautiful 
daughter, Ellen, to beco me a spy 
with m arriage 
to 
a bo rder 
guardsm en as her first assign­ 
ment. 
She div o rced the 
first 
husband to m arry a lieutenant- 
co lo nel. 
This widened the range o f her 
activ ities and “av ailing herself 
o f the m o ral instability o f so me 
co mmanders, this traito r pene­ 
trated into %families o f m ilitary 
men and made them inv o luntary 
agents o f Fascist spies,” Red 
Star said. 
Then Leningrad Prav da

po rted o ther spies were caught

Wilson did it with Huerta in 
Mexico, and for the same rea- 
that he was throwing all the oil 
concessions to the British. 
Diplomacy and business went 
along together. Disturbances in 
the Banana Belt always invited 
foreign interference, and because 
of the need of keeping the Pan­ 
ama Canal far from the reach 
of alien hands the United States 
had to preserve stable govern­ 
ment. Peace also was necessary 
for American business interests. 
Diplomatic pressure and even 
troops were used in Nicaragua, 
Haiti and San Domingo to keep 
the peace and protect business. 
In return, U. S. banks cooperated 
by making loans which helped to 
buy out foreign investors and 
make diplomacy easier. It was 
called “dollar diplomacy.” 


Look at the arrangement now. 
Diplomatic pressure is on a much 
more elevated plane. Within rea­ 
son, investors who put their 
money in the Caribbean must 
take their own risks. Mexico is 
giving trouble now, but there is 
no thought of sending troops 
down there, even though the 
Government has seized valuable 
American investments. 
And is our Government de­ 
pendent on U. S. banks for 
sweetening the necessary ar­ 
rangements 
for governmental 
stability down there? Not any 
more. The U. S. Government, 
through 
the 
Export-Import 
Bank, makes loans direct. One 
has been made to Brazil already 
and President Somoza expects— 
and probably will get—one for 
his own country. As for the oth­ 
ers, the line forms on the left. 
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ice for the community, by fitting themselves to 
take part adequately in the world’s work. 
In former years it was customary for many of 
these graduates to deliver orations and essays ex­ 
pressing their views about life and the world. 
These pronouncements were often laughed ¿t, 
because they told the world with such confidence 
just what it had to do so that the creaky old bus 
of modern life would run better over the bumpy 
roads of experience. 
The thoughts thus expressed were not often 
original. There had been great searchings of 
books of literature and poetical quotations for 
nuggets of wisdom that would fill the admiring 
parent with ecstacy, as they listened to the 
learning of their offspring. 
Youth today has often acquired a skeptical at­ 
titude that does not ftispire community serv­ 
ice. The graduating essay does not frequently 
tell the world today what it must do to be saved. 
It may show the feeling that the world is a 
pretty sick old place. 
Anyway the young folks who come out of the 
schools have a sincere desire to make good, and 
are entitled to their chance. Let us make a place 
for them, and strain a point everywhere so they 
can show what they can do. The brightness that 
makes their school functions so sparkling will 
pep up many of our antiquated old customs. 


DANZIG’S IMPORTANCE 
The eyes of the world are shifting quickly in 
these exciting days. They flash in swift suc­ 
cession from Vienna to Prague, then to the Med­ 
iterranean and to Lithuania, to Albania and now 
to Danzig. 
Here they will rest axiously until 
Chancellor Hitler decides what shall be done 
with respect to Colonel Beck’s defiance. 
Chancellor Hitler is reported as being dis­ 
turbed by the “very brusque form” of the Polish 
foreign minister’s reply to his demand for Dan­ 
zig and a fifteen-mile strip through the Polish 
Corridor. But the brusque form of which he 
complains seems to have accomplished its pur­ 
pose. There has been no further blustering, no 
more threats, no acts or words of aggression. It 
is, of course, impossible to determine what is in 
the back of the mind of the inscrutable Nazi 
chieftain, but at least it may be said with cer­ 
tainty that the firm position taken by Colonel 
Beck has had a restraining influence upon Hit­ 
ler’s predilection for precipitate action. 
Danzig always has been, as it is today, a vio­ 
lently controversial spot on the map of Europe. 
Napoleon at one time considered the restoration 
of Poland, and concluded that Poland would have 
to own Danzig. He felt that possession of the 
port at the mouth of the Vistula was vital to 
Poland, and that a strong Poland would make 
for a peaceful Europe. Always a coldly calculat­ 
ing realist, except when he was moved by some 
indefinable impulse to make his fatal invasion of 
Russia, Napoleon’s estimate becomes interesting 
now that the world is Danzig conscious once 
again. 
The next move to determine the future of this 
city is now up to Hitler. He has stated his de­ 
mands and they have been rejected.

course of action will he follow?

“Union Pacific” Caps 25-Year 
Film Career of De Mille 
The sixty-fifth production in 
Cecil B. De Mille’s career of 
twenty-five years, which has em­ 
braced more big hits than that 
of any other producer-director, 
is “Union Pacific,” an epic treat­ 
ment of the building of Ameri­ 
ca’s first transcontinental rail­ 
way. Paramount will present it 
locally today at the Princess the­ 
atre, with Barbara Stanwyck and 
Joel McCrea in starring roles. 
De Mille, who enjoys the dis­ 
tinction of having produced the 
first film ever made in Hollywood 
(“The Squaw Man,” with Dustin 
Farnum, in 1914), has only re­ 
cently begun to concern himself 
with the epic stories of American 
history. Before that his biggest 
productions were either biblical 
or medieval such as* his unfor­ 
gettable “Ten Commandments,” 
•The King of Kings,” “The Sign 
of the Cross” and “The Cru­ 
sades.” 
But De Mille turned to his 
homeland for inspiration a cou­ 
ple of years ago and received 
more applause for his work than 
ever before. The picture was 
“The Plainsman,” with Gary 
Cooper, which he followed a sea­ 
son ago with “The Buccaneer,” 
the story of Jean Lafitte and his 
part in tHé War of 1812. And 
now comes “Union Pacific,” the 
most ambitious project ever un­ 
dertaken by the great producer- 
director. 
To those interested in back­ 
ground and antecedents, no one 
is more fitted to bring the great 
moments of the nation’s past to 
the screen than the imaginative 
and exravagant “C.B.” A scion of 
one of the country’s oldest famil­ 
ies, he is descended from a De 
Mille who came to America from 
Haarlem, Holland, early in the 
seventeenth century.

THE NORSEMEN 
(Refer to Map No. 19 in your 
Historical Atlas) 
Never had the world seen such 
fearless sailors and such furious 
fighters as these worshippers of 
Odin and Thor. They were in­ 
spired by the same religious idea 
that animated the Arabs —and 
which animates the Japanese to­ 
day. They firmly believed that 
to die in battle was the most 
glorious death—and that the 
warrior who died thus was trans­ 
ported to the most desirable 
heaven without delay. Further­ 
more, if he killed many enemies 
before he died he would have 
the best seat in heaven and the 
choice of the eating and the 
drinking and the beautiful wo­ 
men . And how those Norsemen 
fought . 
Rome knew 
the Norsemen 
when she held the rule and col­ 
lected the taxes and slaves in 
Britain. The long, black boats 
used to harry the shore settle­ 
ments and farms every year—, 
killing and burning and carry­ 
ing off the goods and the wo­ 
men. By the time the alarm 
was spread and the legions were 
on the march the Norsemen 
were gone—to strike again a few 
miles down the coast. 
Their coastal raids had been 
going on for hundreds of years, 
but up until the death of Char­ 
lemagne they remained nothing 
but raids . Shortly thereafter 
they began to attack in force. 
England was the first victim. 
Egbert, who had been made king 
of the central part of that is­ 
land through the help of Char­ 
lemagne was unable to hold 
them off and made the serious 
mistake, as we have previously 
noted, of inviting the Saxons to 
come across from Germany to 
help fight against the Norse. 
The Saxons came, and the An- 
gles.and the Jutes—and between 


Washington — The Twentieth 
Infantry ha^ s a jolly little march­ 
ing song called “The World 
Turned Upside Down” which it 
has carried since the Revolution­ 
ary War. In a sense that is what 
has happened to our relations 
with the Caribbean countries in 
recent years. They have turned 
upside down.

Charlemagne, his Holy Roman 
Empire was divided between his 
three grandsons.
